With regard to the quanity of fish de- 
stroyed by using salmon roe as a bait 
I would just mimtion that in the latter 
part of October last two boys lishing 
in thi.s manner on I'rospect Lake 
caught in a very short time 43 iront, 
aoar all of whicu showed evident signs 
of being full of spawn. This is not at 
all an isoUted cose, as "Wing Shot," 
if he took the trouble to inquire, would 
probably discover. 

Possibly, however, in attacking this 
mode of fishing I amy have trodden on 
one of "Wing Shot's" softest corns; if 
so, lot liim acknowledge the corn, but 
not endeavour to defend a malpractice 
by the feeblest of all arguments — Cu 
quoque. 

If "Wing Shot" would set himself 
to work. to [irocure a more efficient pro- 
tection of ground and winged game,

All tho maritime nations, including 
the Uniteil States and Canada, have 
agreed to adopt and cause to be put in 
force the new system of ocean and 

river signaling and rules of road at sen 
which have just been ])roniul£;ated in 
England liy an order in council ; "Be- 
sides the usual colored lights, a steamer 
discerning another steamer or sailing 
vessel in sight has to sound with steam 
whistle or fog horn a short blast which 
will mean 'I am directing my course 
to starboard ; two short blasts will sig- 
nifiy 'I am directing my course to port,' 
and three short blasts, 'I am going full 
speed astern.' In fog, mist or failing 
snow the signals are to be repeated 
every two minutes, a prolonged blast 
indicating that the vessel is under way; 
an ordinary ('last that the vessel from 
which it proceeds is on the starlioard 
tack; two blasts in succession, 'I am 
on the port tack,' and three lilasts in 
succession, the wind abaft the beam. 
A vessel in fog, not under way, has to 
ring the bell every two minutes. Con- 
current with the foregoing are ocean 
signals." The proper authoiities are 
also ))reparing rules of road, which are 
to take efl'ect on British and foreign 
ships entering tlic river Thamefe. Here- 
tofore many collisions have occurred 
from misronceptiona and inadequate 
signaling, and also from want of uni- 
formity among differt nt nations in re- 
spect t^ rules of tho road. The general 
order now agreed upon jiromises to do 
much toward averting disasters which, 
from the great increase in the commer- 
cial st' a n marin" of late years, have 
only become ton frnquinit.

Equlno J^artyrdom—A Horri'blo 
Story. 

•'Ouida ' writes to the Whitehall Re- 
view: In the Courier dii Centre, of the 
Ilaute-Vienne, there appeared in April 
of last year a terrible account of a 
frightful martyrdom of horses 

I in France, a country which has 
been very well terinod by Frenchmen 

! themselves, ^'/'eaj'tr de^ chcvaitx." Ac- 
cording to this journal, which gives an 
oQicial account of the ^iicts from M. 
Sapin, member of the I.imoges Society 
for the Protection of Animals, it ap- 
pears that some speculators at Bor- 
deaux have thought it well to try and 
make their fortunes out of that very 
disgusting object of natural history, the 
leech. To this end they have made ar- 
tificial swamps on the banks of the 
Garonne and filled the swamps with 
leeches. To be profitable these leeches 
must multiply tbemstilvcs by millions. 
To do this they must ijo liberally sup- 
plied with food. To ilui.s supply them 
the Bordelais speculators buy up all 
the old and worn out horses of the pro- 
vince, and drive or drag these horses 
into the swamps, which are subdivided 
by wooden compartments .so placed that 
wiipu tlieto unhappy uiiimahj have been 
forced into the mud there is no escape 
for them. The leeches fasten on them 
instantly by thousands; the horse is in 
a few moments black with crawling 
creatures; the bloodsuckers fix them- 
selves most of till upon the open wounds 
and galls that these poor horses 
incurred during their many years 
of service. An eyc-wiintss ilo- 
scribes in terin^i of horrible vividnesi 
the vain struggles of the animals, 
drawn downward into tho mud, bleed- 
ing at every pore, striving in frantic 
terror to shako ofT the leeches which 
bang on their eyes, their lips, their 
nostrils, all tlieir sensitive jiarts, and 
at lust, exhausted by loss of blood, arc 
suckfd down into the noxious blimc 
and s(;en no more. He adds that all 
tliese poor martyrs are bought when 
they are aged, infirm, weak with over- 
svork, with hunger and with fatigue' 
and in this pitot;us slate they are de' 
voured alive by the annoliiles. From 
eighteen to twenty thousand horses are 
annually sacrificed in this manner at 
Bordeaux. Wc execrate the wretched 
traders who throw the live horses to 
tlii> Ijloodsuckcrs of the swamps : but 
as guilty as they art* all the owners 
who sell cheni to the torture. We 
owe a duty to our liorses not less than 
to our fellow men, nay, pace the j)hilan- 
tliro[)ists, perhajis we owe a greater, 
because our horses have done us noth- 
ing but honest services. But how do 
wo deal with them for the most part ? 
Let tho millions of martyrs of tramway 
and omnibus work, of dissecting lioards 
and slaugliter yards, answer that ques- 
lion with tlie eloquence of an unpitied 
agony.
